Survivor Tells of Battle. 

Kelly is a native of Smithport, Pa.; and has 
been a scout in the Philippines for the Unitea 
States army.

“Reaching Casas Grandes in our march 
south toward Chihuahua we camped near 
the town.on Sunday night, and the Amert- 
can legion and a number of Mexteaad troops 
went fn to take the place, as there was oniy 
@ small federal command stationed there 
Madero and his main command marched on 
south and did not enter the town with us 

“We slipped into the town under cover 
ef darkness and took a position in an old 
house ready to rush the garrison et day- 
light, but for some reason the battle opened 
about 4 o'clock, and we fought in the dark. 
R. F. Harrington and hie command were near 
in a smaller house. 

“From the awful fire we knew they had

“When we got to the river I took to the 
hills and made for Bi Paso. My trousers 
were cut to pleces from barbed wire. I 
walked nights, not allowing myself more 
than two hours’ sleep a night. When I got 
here I had nothing to eat but tortilles for 
four days and nights.”

veniently for the passing customer. 

As for milk, both dealer and customer are 
repelled by the presence of: -dirt and percep- 
tible dust, but accept. as-wholesome such 
foods as do not exhibit the presence of dirt, 
although exposed. contamipated with bac- 
teria-laden street dust, the spray .from the 
lips of talking, coughing, or laughing pedes- 
trians, in varied conditions of health—such ae 
consumptives and victims of diphtheria. 


Fly in Summer Also Peril. 

In summer the fly adds to the dangers. 
These perils could be lessened and the dea} 
er’s trade but Httle harmed if he would con- 
struct @ display stand with proper. compart- 
ments.for each class of stock, protected at 
the top by glass covers. Of course, the better 
and more perfect protection is to keep all 
such stock within the storeroom itself. 

The Illinois legislature house bill No. 134, 
for the regulation of food sanitary. condi- 
tions, includes provisions concerning these 
conditions. Citizens should unite in an ef- 
fort to have it passed. 

Urges Doctors to Use Antitoxin.

of the muscles. — 

“The germ of the disease has been known 
a little more than a year. It is@o excessively 
minute the most powerful microscope fails 
to reveal it, and yet theré are accurate 
methods by which the nature and presence 
of the germ have been determined witb cer- 
tainty. 

“The proof that infantile paralysis is a 
germ ‘disease and almost all our accurate 
knowledge concerning. the nature of the dis- 
ease have been secured through experiments 
on animals, and probably could have been 
obtained in no other way."’ 

“ Where does the germ reside?” the doc- 
tor was asked. 

“It is not known to reside anywhere ‘: 
nature,’’ h@ repited, “ except in connection 
with human beings who either have had 
or have been in contact with some one who 
has had infantile paralysis, or in relation 
with some object-in close association with 
patients suffering from the disease,” 


How the Disease Is Spread. 

“* How is the disease spread?’ was 
question. 

** By persons ill with the disease or by some 
one who has been in contact with a patient 
euffering from the disease,’’ was the reply. 

Dr. Flexner went on to explain that the 
germ of infantile paralysis enters the brain 
and spinal cord-chiefly, if not exclusively, by 
way of the nasal passages.

Washingtcn, D..C.; March 11.—{ Special. }— 
President Taft's reciprocity agreement with 
Canada will have as hard sledding in getting 
through the new congress as it had during the 
last session. There will be co#peration be- 
tween the administration Republicans and 
the vast majority of the Democrats, but 
there will. be vigorous opposition to the 
agreement as proposed by progressive Re- 
publicane and some of the protection Demo- 
orats of the senate. 

Already, three weeks before the new con- 
gress convenes, ah alignment of the mem- 
bers of the two houses on this proposition 
has come. So far as the Democrats are con- 
cerned, it may be écpected Speaker Champ 
Clark will insist upon immediate passage of 
the agreement mn the house. The measure 
will be promptly considered bythe ways 
and means committee, will be reported fa- 
vorably within a few days after the’session 
begins, and then will be acted upon by the 
house. Upon the arrival of the bill in the sen- 
ate it will be referred to the finance com- 
mittee. 


Finance Committee Important, 

Because of the attitude of senators toward 
reciprocity ‘the composition of the finance 
committee is of gréat importance. Of the 
men who have been named as probable mem- 
bérs of the committee, Penrose, Cullom, 
Lodge, and Gallinger, Republicans, and Stone, 
Williams, and Shively, Democrats, wilh it is 
believed, advoctte a favorable report of the 
agreement unamended. | 

On the floor of the senate there will be an 
extensive debate. The progressive Republic- 
ans, or at least @ majority of them, will 
offer amendments designed to admit Cana- 
dian manufactured products in return for 
eculvalent concessicns. 

President Taft realizes the conditions he 
must face and is preparing for the campaign.

Let us not wholly underrate thie part of 
Mr. Churchill's ‘career, though it was rict- 
ous; for it revealed that side of his character 
whieh makes him so potent a force in poll- 


tics. 


He hes in an eminent degree courage— 
physical and moral courage; he never hesi- 
tates to put his life, physical or intellectual, 


to the haserd; he does so on principle; he; 


does s0, I might add, by-some subtle prin- 
ciple of heredity—it also was the tempera- 
ment of his father—and that is why Lord 
Randolph Churchill so rapidly rose, and also 
the reason why he so abysmally fell. 


Always on Firing Line, 

Again, when he was undersecretary for 
the colonies Mr. Churchill was in the front 
fighting line; and again he was compelled to 
be the swashbuckler—a great swashbuckler, 
but a fighter rather than anything else. 
Night after night he was assailed with feroc- 
ity; and night after night he met all comers, 
and he beat them all down. 


And yet in the midst of it all and behind | 


thet front of smiling audacity and light 
hearted defiance the profound mind was 
working out the great scheme of sel{f-govern- 
ment for the Transvaal—mainly, of course, 
the achievement of poor Campbell-Banner- 
man, thet great héart which made the intel- 
lect great as well by sheer directness, sim- 
plicity, and humanity of oytiook—but in its 
details, of course, and in its carriage through 
parliament, worked out by the alert and ver- 
gatile brain of the young undersecretary. 

Ané then people began first to realize that 
Mr. Churchill had other and greater gifts 
¢han mere courage, resource, and power in 
debate. 


Makes Many Good Speeches, 

The next step in Mr. Churchill’s progress 
was that remarkable series of speeches he 
Gelivered in Lancashire on free trade and 
the Lioyd-George budget just before the sec- 
ond last election. The inner history of tifése 
speeches is instructive. 

I have heard that Mr. Churchill said to the 
Times newspaper proprietor that if he were 


* gure of being propesly reported he would pre- 


pare carefully a series of speeches worthy 
to his mind of the occasion. The offer was 
accepted, and the speeches were all written 
out; they were sent, I believe, to the Times 
office and were in type there some time before 
they were delivered. That is perhaps why 
they are such wonderfu! reading. 

There is a passage in one of them—the 
famous passage in which Churchill described 
the growth of the Manchester ship canal— 
and used that portentous achievement as an 
argument against protection and for the land 
tax—which will remain one of the great bits 
ef political oratory for all time. \ 


Always in Manuscript First. 

But here let me repeat a startling observa- 
tion of a Lancashire man; and that ie that 
geome of the brilliant speeches left the im- 
mediate audience cold; or, at least, unlifted 
the outbursts of enthusiasm. The fact that 
they were in manuscript before they were 
éelivered is the explanation. 

This experience was repeated in the differ- 
ence between the reception of the two most 
recent es of Mr. Churchill—the speech 
on home rule and the speech on the veto bill. 
The speech on home rule revealed that other | 
Churchill which the world has been slower 


to recognize—the man who had the grasp of | 


@ great and complex political problem which 
is only possible to one with the inatinct and 
mind of etatesmanship. 

The second speech was ncrsioetecrin’s 
not ip the same degree—to the same praise. 
Mr. Churchill thinks that the first speech 
was the better: everybody, including him- 
‘ gelf, must know that the second was far and 
away the more successful. 

Churchill.a Kind Man. / 

There is yet another fact of Mr. Churchill's 


character which hes only begun to reveal it- 
‘gelf during the last few months. Those who 


as ‘had only known him In the first phases of his 
_ career might well have thought thet this’ 


daring, audacious, relentless protagonist in ; 
‘the fiercest fights—this young man consumed 
by the passion of feverish activity and 
boundless ambition—was all composed of that 
 pardness which is usually the accompeni- 
‘ment of the keenly ambitious temperament. 

But Mr. Churchill's intimates who have 


“known him at the board of trade knew al- 
peady that this was a mistake. I have 


heard a relative describe how at Manchester, 
in. the midst of a number of tiresome platform 
ote ces ad he saw Mr. Churchill waiking

Famous Temple 6f Diana Cover- 
ing Two Acres:‘Now Only @ 
Mud Puddle.

EPHESUS, Feb. 15:-—Come with me fora 
walk through the remains of the famed city 
of the Ephesians. ‘We shall wander over the 
site of the great temple of Diana, tramp the 
ground where St John was living when he 
wrote his gospel, afd stand in the marble 
market where St. Paul preached. There is 
also a tradition that the mother of our Lord 
was buried here, and that here lies the dust 
of St. Timothy. 

The Ephesus of the past has been recently 
brought to the light of the present by the 
excavations of the Austrians. They are 
among the great historical explorers of the 
day. I have told you what they are doing in 
the Holy Land, and especially on the site of 
old Jericho, They are also engaged in digging 
up the ruins of other cities in Asia, and here 
at Ephesus they have recently uncovered the 
site of the temple of Diana and have opened 
up a theater which had seats for 30,000 per- 
sons. 


Chief Roman City of Asia. 

They bave been excavating the great marble 
docks which led into the city, and have done 
much to show us what this great commercial 
center of 2,000 years ago must have been in 
the height of its glory. 

But first let me tell you something of the 
Ephesus of the days of St. Paul. It lay here 
on the coast of Asia Minor, just opposite 
Greece, and in what was almost the center of ; 
the then known world: It was the chief 
Roman city of Asia. It had a population of 
a million or more and was famous for its 
learning, art, and beautiful buildings. It was 
far above Smyrna, which was founded before 
it, and tn which it is said the poet Homer 
was born. 

Ephesus dates back to a thousand years 
before Christ. Some say it was started by 
the Amazons, but we know that it was large- 
ly built by the Greeks, who came from the } 
Ionic islands over the way.- It was a great, 
city in the days of Creesus, who besieged the 
town 540 B. C., and later was so famous that 
Alexander the Great wanted to change its 
name for his own. 

Among the greatest wonders of Ephesus 
was its temple to Diana, its favorite goddess. 
People from everywhere came here to wor- 
ship her, and her temple was considered oneof 
the seven wonders of the world. It covered 


more than two acres, and its mighty roof was | 


upheld by 127 marble columns, each as high 
as a six story house. The worship of the

But come, let us have a look at the site of 
that temple today.

2. The murder was provoked by the fact 
that Cuoccolo had placed himself in op- 
postiion to the real head of the organiza- 
tion, Enrico Alfano; to the supreme nomi- 
nal head of the Camorra, Luigi Fucci; to 
Gennaro Ibello, head of the Camorra in 
the Vesuvian villages; to Giovanni Rapi, 
nicknamed “* the teacher " because he had 
taught in the municipal schools of Naples, 
and to Giuseppi de Marinis, known also as 
O’Man¢riere, or “a cattle driver.” Rapi 
in his old age was the reputed keeper ofa 
gambling house in Naples and another in 
Paris, near the Place de I’Etolle. He was 
also known as the receiver of stolen 
goods, especially jewels, stocks and 
bonds, which he took to Paris to sell. 
Rapi and Ibelle dined with Alfano on the 
night of the murders. | 

8. Maria Cutinelli Cuoccolo was mur 
dered immediately after her husband had 
heen killed, for the reagon that had she 
been spared she would have-known who 
the murderers were and denounced them. 
Another motive was the anger of the 
Camorra because, with her husband, she | 
had retained valuable jewels that had been 
stolen, refusing to surrender them, al- 
though great pressure had been brought 
to bear upon her by the society. 

4. The hatred of the instigators of the 
crime was due to the menacing and high- 
handed attitude of Cuoccolo, most acutely 
felt by Alfano, who had been struck in the 
face by the condemned man. The par- 
ticular grievance of Rapi and O’Man- 
driere was the competition Cuoccolo had 
established in securing a sizeable percent- 
age from stolen goods. 

5. The executors of the crime were etx 
desperadoes,-one Morra amd Corrado Sor- 
tino. After the first murder, which took 
place near the tram station, Morra and 
Sertino gained admission to Cuoccolo’s 
house, by saying they had a message for 
hie wife, killed the woman, and stole 
everything tn sight. 

6. While the crimes were being consum- 
mated the heade of the Camorra were 
banqueting at Mimi a’Mare. Two men 
entered the dining room, and. approach- 
ine Alfano, said: “It is done.” There- 
upon Alfano gave @ sigh of relief and 
ordered. wine for his visitors. This latter 
circumstance was later substantiated by ' 
Further Information by Informer. 
Abbatemagegio alro said that in 1906 sixty 

of the most influential Camorrists met and 
discussed the necéssity of ridding themselves 
of the Cuoceolos. whom they considered dap 

gerous tothe society. Abbatemagegto himself 
was chosen as one of their executors of the

New York; March 11.—[Special. }--Business 
on the stock exchange today fell to a purely 
nominal volume, in keeping with the recent

in emotion than im idea, as does “ The Lily,” and as do most other plays. In the . 
third act of “ The Lily ” the wretched Christiane deciares that she, having given her- 
self to the man she loves, is better than her brother who has sold himself to a girl 

he does not love. Immediately the emotions are stirred profoundly: but the empha- 
sized idea probably results in no change of conventional attitude toward the sinning 
woman, It is possible also that the underlying idea of “The Labyrinth” deterred few 
divorcees from: remarriage. But we are told that the British home secretary's feel- 
ings were so profoundly stirred by what he saw io Mr.’Galsworthy’s “ Justice” that

It ie especially up to Americans of the so- 
called conservative class:to understand that 
the action of the great interests in forcing 
Lorimer’s retention in thesenate is a direct 
blow at them. 

It is wp to the educatedt Americans of this 
large class to understand this phenomenon, 


to deal. They cannot shirk their responsi- 
bility. They dare not refuse to look the 
truth in the eyes. 

The purchase of representation has but 
one alternative, and that is revolution. Not 
the revolution.of arms. The American peo- 
ple need not resort to that. They are still 
too much masters in theirown house. But 
a profound and radical revolution in our 
laws and our political. and social conditions. 

The Lorimer vote was the product of 
plutocratic anarchism. It was the direct 
result of the subterranean power of organ- 
ized finance. Not the finance of the mil- 
lionaire but the finance of the billionaires. 
Not the power of the thousands of moder- 
ately and honestly well to do but the con- 
centrated, allied interests whose chief _cen- 
ter is Wall street, whose handful of repre- 
sentatives rule the mightiest interests in in- 
dustry, commerce, and transportation. 

It is too readily assumed by the conserva- 
tive American that the unregulated, un- 
disciplined, uncriticised activity of these cen- 
tral financial powers is in line with his own 
interest. On the contrary, it will either 
crush him or bring down upon him the ruin 
it brings upon itself. 

The interests which have saved the Lori- 
mer vote at the expense of the credit of the 
United States senate, at the perilous cost 
of discrediting at home and abroad our 
highest legislative body, are not concerned 
for anything but themselves. Their ruth- 
lessness and shamelessness, their principle 
of rule or ritin, could not be better illustrated 
than in this case. 

The issue which they have forced upon 
the American people, the issue which we 
may call Lorimerism, the issué of diverted 
representation, of public trusteeship de- 
bauched, will be met by the American 
people. The political tendencies observ- 
able in both parties indicate that the 
people are already at work definitely and 
self-consciously. Will conservative Ameri-

A DANGEROUS BILL. 

There ia a vicious principle in the Denvir 
bill providing that no man shall be appointed 
chief of police or chief of the fire department 
who has not served a specified term of years 
in the ranks. Superficially the measure, 
which on reconsideration is a special order 
in the senate for Tuesday, may seem to pos- 
sess merit, and therein lies the danger that 
some senators will be misguided, 

To contend that it bears any resemblance 
to a civil service measure is to support a 
pure fiction. It can do nothing other than 
restrict the city administratidn in efforts 
to secure the best men for heads of depart- 
ments. The fire department is not so large- 
ly involved in thie as is the police force. 
The head of the former service. naturally 
comes from the ranks, but the right to take 
an executive from civil life should be pro- 
tected. It is much more imperative that 
this right should be preserved as to the police 
force, It not only enables the mayor to 
hunt for efficiency where he can find it but 
it gives him the opportunity te prevent the 
police force from becoming a self-governing 
society. 

The tendencies in the Chicago department 
may be plainly noted. It would serve only 
to give immunity to the scheming politicians 
of the force if the choice of a chief were 
restricted. 

It is bad enough to have policemen who 
openly array themselves against their em- 
ployers,. It would be intolerable to enact 
legislation allowing them to form a close 
corporation. The Denvir bill is in the in- 


terest of a dangerous movement, 


THE OLD TOWN. 

Whether life were more real and earnest 
then we dre not prepared tosay. Certainly 
it was taken seriously and with a proper re- 
spect for its great questions.

“Did Rome benefit society?” er “ Did 
Roman conquest promote civilization?’ One 
took an intelligent pride in undertaking to 
sustain the affirmative, but it was a job cal- 
culated to give pause to the shrewdest 
brain. Think of the cruelties—Nero, Pant 
igula. Yes, but wherever Romans 
they carried civilization, the arts, and the 
sciences, and to be a Roman was greater 
than to be a king. It was a serious ques- 
tion about Rome, but you could be quite 
sure that the arts and sciences followed the 
eagles. Nevertheless, a great deal could 
be done with the cruelties of Nero by an im- 
passioned orator. 

In those days they wore skin tight trous- 
ers and an orator with a good leg could be 
thrillingly cenvincing. Also it was the 
day of the pompadour for men. If in addi 
tion to having a good leg your impassioned 
orator brushed his hair back from the fore- 
head and wore one of the enormous, bulging 
lilac scarfs you had to be very spry with the 
arts and the sciences to get a favorable ver- 
dict from the jury. The cruelties of Nero 
argued on the popular side of the question. 
The arts aud the sciences were not so ap- 
pealing. An orator with a leg, a pompa- 
dour, and a lilac tie could be persuasive 
about Nero; and you might rejoice in larger 
intellectual efforts but gather no fruits of 
victory. 

Did the Romans know anything of the 
locomotive or the telephone or the telescope? 
Bill Martin is an engineer on No. 4 local 
accommodation, and Bill, who is a good 
father and a respectable citizen, can do more 
in science than Julius Cesar, and he is not 
cruel. So much for thesciences. Astothe 
arte—well, without fear of successful con- 
tradiction, you may point to the county fair 
where annually are exhibited miracies of 
embroidery and fancy work, including mar- 
velous patch quilts, and defy Roman to 
produce their equals, leaving out of consider- 


ation the water colors and oils in the paint-; 


If Roman 
ever created anything to match the study 
of corn in a crib with a rat nibbling at an 
ear, or to mateh the quarter section of a 
watermelon flanked by bananas and apples, 
now isthe time for Rome to trot out its ex- 
hibits.

but very select girrle who rely entirely on 
this department tor their, sportints intelji- 
gence, but it is a purely fortuitous cireum- 
stance that the authority, finality, and im- 
partiality with which we present general 
athletic matters are lacking in this item of 
golf. The imperfection admittedly is, a 
serious crack in an otherwise admirable 
service. We have no hesitancy in cov- 
fessing the serioussiess of the blemish or the 
admirable qualities of the service. ‘ 
With such an introduction we hasten into 
the middle of things. An English-critic has 
written like a Pharisee about our golfezs, 
discussing the American interpretation of 
the St. Andrews code of rules—particularly 
the interpretation of rule 28, which provides 
that if it be doubtful that a ball be out of 
bounds, the player who played it is not en- 


titled to assume that it is out of bounds 


until he has made a search of five minutes 
for it. Meanwhile his opponent may make 
a search of five minutes for it within bounds, 
and if it be not found within that time the 
player who played the ball shall be given the 
benefit of the doubt and the ball shall be 
considered out of bounds. Here follows the 
comment: 


“In the United States the search for the} 


missing ball is evidently a hot one on both 
sides of the hedge-—the incompetent player 
feverishly anxious to find himself out of 
bounds, his opponent equally eager to find 
him in a bad place within bounds. There 
seems to be something inexpressibly naive 
about the idea of a man clamoring to be 
considered out of bounds. When golf is 
played in the American spirit, howevef, the 
advantage is obvious, for it is better to be 
out of bounds than lying in a bad place 
within bounds.” 

The insular comfort which Is obtained by 
the use of the phrase “ American spirit ” is 
apparent. We do not object to its being 
thrown at our heads, because it is only too 
manifest that in many branches of sport 
the keenness to win now and then sanctions 
a sharp trick unworthy ef the players and 
the game. We doubt that this applies to golf, 
but ‘already have confessed our ignorance. 
We are fitted to protest, however, not on 
account of the injury done to American fee!- 
ings but on account of the satisfaction af- 
forded English complacency. The con- 
sciousness of reetitude is so acute on the one 
side as to start a suspicion of its rea] justifi- 
cation on the other.

stand the grand master of ceremonies, or the 
grand mistress of the rebes, for the purpose 
of mentioning to their majesties the names 
of those who pass before them. At the back 
of the royal and imperial party are arranged 
the palace guard, in their quaint, old fash- 
joned, and extremely picturesque uniforms. 
The bands plays throughout the entire cere- 
mony, which is a most magnificent affair,

The so-called “spiel cour” still keeps its 
name, implying card play, although as a fact 
cards are rarely played at court now, at any 
rate ceremonially. In former times they con- 
stituted an important feature of court enter- 
tainments, and the “ spidl court,” or “ le jeu 
de Jeurs majestés,’’ was the function to which 
those whom the anointed of the Lord desired 
to honor, were most frequently bidden. 

In earlier days as soon as the guests had 
made their bows to the sovereign and to the 
princes and princesses of the blood card ta- 
bles were set out and gambling commenced, 
those to whom their majesties wished to ac- 
cord special distinction and honor receiving 
royal commands, through the chamberiain in 
waiting, to take their places at the card 
tables of the king or queen, as the case might 
be. 

It was these royal] games of cards at the 
court of Versailles which contributed in no 
small measure to the downfall of the old 
French monarchy and to the outbreak of the 
great revolution in Paris more than 100 years 
ago. The ill fated Queen Marie Antoinette 
of France was passionately fond of gambling. 
It was her craze for high play that led her to 
admit not only to her court but also to her 
card table, parvenus of doubtful reputation 
and of questionable antecedents, such as 
Cagilostro, the soi disant Count St. German 
and others of his class, whose only merit in 
her eyes was that they were rich and willing 
to lose their money without counting it. In- 
deed, the celebrated diamond necklace sean- 
dal, which compromised to such a terrible 
degree, though unjustly, the reputation of 
this French queen in the eyes of the masses, 
and precipitated the overthrow of the throne, 
would have been impossible had it not been 
for her propemtsity for high play. 
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At Berlin the “ spiel cour “ only takes place 
On the eve of the wedding of a member of 
the Hohengoliern family, It is held in the 
Weisee saal of the Berlin schlose or palace. 
The kaiser and kaiserin, with the bridal pair, 
seat themselves at. a card table under a 
canopy of gold brocade, adorned with the 
imperial arms. The other royal personages 
sit at card tables lower on the dais on each 
side. The invited guests then pass before 
their majesties, precisely as at the defiler 
cour. 

The ‘“‘sprech cour " is, as its name implies, 
a sort of converzazzione. The persons in- 
vited are partitioned off according to their 
rank in different rooms, through which their 
majesties promenade. Those not personally 
known to the emperor and empress are intro- 
duced by the masters of ceremonies in at- 
tendance, while others with whom their 
majesties are already acquainted, are hon- 
ored by a short conversation. 

“ Trauer cours,” or mourning courts, are 
held immediately after the death of the reign- 
ing sovereign and are extremely impressive, 
mainly by reason of the flowing black robes 
and peculiar sable hued attire, which the 
ladies of the royal family of Prussia and of 
their households are compelled by tradition 
an@ etiquette to adopt. Moreover, al] the 
apartments are draped in black, the gilded 
ornaments being shrouded in crépe! The last 
of these mourning courts was held by Em- 
press Frederick, in the place of her dying hus- 
band, on the demise of old Emperor William, 
and so painful and depressing was the occa- 
sion that at her urgent request no ceremony

extricably and with an infinite interlacing, 
yet each is a symmetric sphere of being, a 
rounded whole, and to its denizens the sole 
and self-sufficient cosmos 

The account of creation as given in the 
Pentateuch is therefore psychologically and 
essentially correct; God did make the sun 
to give man light by day, and the moon 
and stars to shine on him by night, as far 
as man is concerned. 

If the Bible had been written for angels 
it might have stated the case differently. 
When the penitent at the mourner’s bench 
is told that he will never find peace until 
he believes that the son of God came to 
save him personally, he is told the plain 
truth; the meaning of which is that he is 
to move in from the suburbs into the cen- 
ter of creation.

Homer breathed 
truth when he represented the gods fighting 
for and against Troy. The Old Testament 
is right when it shows Jehovah actively in- 
terested in the chosen people. Every peo- 
ple is a chosen people, and there is no God 
but our own pecular Jah or Elohim. 

And Jesus was most right and true of all 
when he haé us appropriate, each one of us, 
the special care of the Father of All.

It is 
precisely because he clothes the lilies of the 
field that he will also clothe you, O ye of 
little faith, Because he notes the sparrow 
he will note you.

Returning to esteemed Mr. Gatti-Cazza and 
his newly won respect for English opera, the 
question naturdlly arises as to the possible 
connection( between the attitude of Tito 
Ricordi, head of the Dtalian publishing house 
that holds a monopoly of Italian opera in 
the same matter and the Metropolitan di- 
rectors’ change of heart. Mr. Gatti-Casza 
seems to echo his master’s voice, for it is now 
admitted on all sides that Mr. Ricordi is the 
man behind the Metropolitan management. 
That this condition of effairs is keenly re- 
sented in some quarters is evident. Mr. 
De Koven in the New York World 
carries on e@ persistent campaign in fe- 
vor of the displacement of foreigners in 
the management, basing hisargument on the 
pernicious influence of the house of Ricordi 
and tracing its unlovely methods through the 
devious pethe of intrigue. she effort to ex- 
tend their monopoly to America has re- 


polfté ultimatum to the effect that the tenure 
of the Metropolitan’s valuable rights of per- 
formance for the popular Puccini operas is 
contingent upon the inclusion in the repertory 
of other operas less popular, like “ Ger 
mania,”” which are owned by the house of 
Ricordil. 

Howevér, these troubles concern New York 
and since the Metropolitan company is to suc- 
ceed our own in Philadelphia next season, 
we find ourselves more renivte from the east 
than ever, a circumstance which would seem 
to give ne grounds for profeiind regret. The 
hope of American music is bound up in the 
real American cities. It hae been estimeted 
that only 15 per cent of the population of 
New York may be described ae American. 
Is it amy wonder that most of the opposi- 
tion to opera in English hase been found in 
that city?

Clarence Whitehill, whowee eplendid per- 
formances with the Thomes orchestra last 
wéek brought him prominently before his for- 
mer fellow townsmen, has some interesting 
things to say. about American operatic condi- 
tions coupled with a few words of advice for 
the American music student. According to 
Mr. Whitehill, New York is lees interested tn 
opera than in the singer—meaning Caruso. 
The distinguished American beriteme hastens 
to confess to the unlversa) admiration for 
this great voice. But he protests thet New 
York ia but slightly concermeé arith any- 
thing else than the voice. 

In support of his further statement that 
the public of that city cares nothing the 
language in which its opera is sung, he Gites 
the constant employment of Italian singers in 
German opera and vice verma. Ttaliane who 
speak German with difficulty are permitted 
to sing Wagnerian roles; in fact, are pre- 
ferred by the Italian management to German 
or American singers who have gained dis- 
tinction in the same parts. Thetr faulty dic- 
tion passes unheeded dy the public, which 
is entirely satisfied by their emphasis of the 
vocal side to the exclusion of those subtier 
imterpretative values prised by a cultured 
Wagnerian public. Having witnessed sev- 
eral polyglot performances by eastern opera 
companies it is a pleasure te indorse Mr. 
Whitehill’s statement tn full. 


—~o- 

Being himself a singer with a great voice, 
Mr. Whitehill takes no exception to the pub- 
lic’s admiration for the “ greatest tenor voice 
of the age’’ He points out, however, that 
the popularity of Caruso might have been 
used to advance the cause of opera in English 
by the simple expedient of having him 
sing one or two roles In the vernacular each 
year. The method has already been tried

This experience, he contends, gives the 
American artist an advantage over his for- 
eign competitor whith is, however, out- 
weighed by the Duropean’s undoubtedly gu- 
perior talents in intrigue when it comes to 
making a career im opera.

F making many ‘bovke there is no 

end, 

Yet the supply of Bibles has run 
short of the demand, and that demand 
has been made by a Chicagoan. 

$Y. E. Henderson, general secretary of the 
Gideons, the Traveling Men's Christian or- 
, Sanization, has aroysed a new interest in the 
reading of the Bible which is almost unprec- 
edented. and the “campaign which -he has 
waged in the interest of supplying the rooms 
of the larger hotels of the country’has been 
so successful that the orders which he has 
placed for the “old book” have exhausted 
the supply of the American Bible society. 

Mr. Henderson has determined to put a 
Bible in 1,4 hotel rooms in all parts of 
the United States and Canada. Already 
70,000 Bibles have been placed in 650 hotels, 
This demand on the Bible. society for books 
has caused a shortage in the supply of books 
which will require six months to fill. 

“he character of the volume which Mr. 
¥Zenderson is distributing is of the most sub- 
stantial kind and printed in most readable 
type, which was not the case at the beginning 
of the Bible distributing campaign.

An inquiry of the hotel managers of Chi- 
cago where Bibles were placed recently re- 
veals the fact that there isn’t a day when 
sommes guest Gv|es not speak of an interest 
aroused by the Bible in his room. 

The 25,000 Bibles for which Mr. Henderson 
has just contracted are to be placesiyin the 
hotels of the Pacific coast. They are to go 
first to the international Sunday school con- 
vention at San Francisco in June. When 
the adult Bible class parade is held there 
gach man in line is to carry a Bible in his 
band, and when the parade ends at the as- 
gembly hall the whole number will be piled 
in an immense pyramid in the center of the 
platform. The entire shipment will make 
about ‘two carloads, and it is the intention 
to have the cars carrying the Bibles on their 
trip across the continent labeled with great 
streamers, ané attached to one of the specia: 
trains of delegates. 

Meanwhile Mr. Henderson has arranged fo” 
the ‘distribution of 5,000 Bibles in the hotels 
of Boston on May 21. These will be dedi- 
cated in a special service at Tremont temple. 
As soon as the publishers are able:to meet 
the demand 50,000 more will be ordered to 
supply the hotel rooms of New York Citv 
Each of these Bibles carries the Gideon mark 
on the outside, while just inside the cover of 
@ach volume there is pasted a little leaflet 
suggesting different chapters to be read in 
times of discouragement, temptation, peni- 
tence, doubt, joy, and the like. 
eo . 

Traveling men, wherever the Bibles have 
been found in the hotel rooms, have expressed 
the greatest appreciation for them, andthere 
fs no doubt that they are diligently read. 
One individual who has been mutilating the 
Bibles in various hotels that he has visited 
but who has not yet been caught seems 
to be almost the only exception toan other- 
wise yniversal respect for them. 

At Horton, Kas., a landlady said that since 
the Bibles were put in the rooms of her house 
her electric. light bills have increased 50 per 
cent because her guests sit up late to read. 
@o far Mr. Henderson and his co-workers 
have met surprising encouragement. Only 
three hotels have refused to receive the Bi- 
bles, and one of these afterwards relented 
and the manager himself paid for Bibles 
enough to supply the whole house.

It is unfortunate that. the architectural ex- 
hibition contains no work from the hand of 
John C. Carrere, of Carrere & Hastings, 
whose recent accidenta] death in New York 
was a calamity to the pubMc he served and 
the profession of which he was one of the 
most brilliant members. The beautiful new 
public library of New York will remain his 
monument. Sad, indeed, was the hour of its 
dedication, for in the rotunda under the 
gi¢at dome the body of its designer lay in 
state, while a long procession of his admirers 
paid their last tribute to the man and their 
first to this noble work of his genius. 

The Inness exhibition at Reinhardt’s, 
which began Wednesday to continue a fort- 
night, is of paramount interest. No such 
group of this great man’s landscapes ever 
came to Chicago before, and none is likely to 
come again. It has been suggested in infiu- 
ential quarters that having got them we 
ought to keep them, and the suggestion may 
become, should becomie, a definite project for 
an Inness room at the Institute.

For some twenty years now Kansas has 
experimented with women in municipal pol- 
iticea, and: last month the legislature by an 
everwhelming majority submitted to the 
voters the proposition of amending the con- 
stitution so that Kansas women may become 
vested with full citizenship.

For many years now Kansas has been the 
battle ground of freedom. Prior to the civil 
wer it was the subject of hot and eloquent 
debate as to whether it should be a. siave 
state or a free one. In 1867 the legislature, 
with rare breadth of view, submitted two 
amendments to the white males to vote upon, 
they to decide whether women or male 
Negroes or both should be enfranchised. 
Truly then it waea battleground. Adherents 
of woman's rights stumped the state for 
months, in sunshine, cloud, in heat and cold. 
They left behind them thousands of the best 
pamphiets that our language beasts of, 
g@peeches by John Stuart Mill, George Will- 
fam Curtis, Henry Ward Beecher, Elizabeth 
Cady Stanton, Susan B. Anthony, Phillips, 
Garrison, Mrs. Mills and others, ell dealing 
with fundamental principles of justice and 
government, and Kansas, raw, new, crude, 
end bungry for mental food, fed upon it and 
grew wise. 

Then came Republican politicians, Demo- 
cratic politicians, anti-slavery adherents to 
fight each other and to fight the women or the 
negro or both. Truly, it was a battleground, 
with words for weapons and ammunition as 
well. 

“Drop women and give the negro «a 
ehance,” said the Republicans. “Of the two 
evils,’ -eaid the Democrats, fAlse to their 
name, “take the lesser. Let the women 
vote.” “ Give everybody a chance,’ said the 
women. “‘ This is the negro’s hour,” wailed

In the south, we have been told, men are 
famous for their chivalry, and yet the Oregon 
legislature on Feb. 11 adopted a resolution 
to submit again to the voters a constitutional 
amendment to confer equal suffrage upon 
women, and this in the face of the fact that 
last November the same proposition was re- 
jected by a majprity of 24,000. If this be 
not chivalry and also heroism, it is difficult 
to explainit. Yet stopabit. Perhaps tiisre 
is a deeper meaning to it all Is not 
Oregon the state thdt has those useful polit- 
ical toola, the initiative and the referendum? 
Perhaps in this fact lies the solution. Where, 
we can well ask, is there a legislature so 
high minded, so altruistic, so unselfish, that 
in the face of popular disapproval, would sub- 
mit again and again an unpopular measure? 
Could it be that the initiative ig working 
there?

In America we talk much sbout guarding 
the American home, but it might be well to 
ask, what is the American home? Which 
home do we want particularly to guard, for 
we have many? Is it, for instance, the quiet, 
retired home of two generations ago, a litile 
house ip a little yard (would that there were 
more of them), with one family and one vote 
in it, or is it the sequestered garret in which 
there are several partial families, made up 
of men, all living together, fathers, brothers, 
husbands, sons, whose women folk are 
across the water waiting patiently for enough 
money to procure them transportation to the 
land of promise? 

Perhaps, though, it includes the social 
settlement, made up almost entirely of wom- 
en, with mo votes and no representation, or 
perhaps the ideal is rather the men's city 
club, all voters, and with rio women to repre- 
sent. Possibly Hh is the basement with its 
five families or so, living like one family, and 
with only three or four votes amongst them 
that is the idea of the American home which 
so charms the conservative ones, or the tene- 
ment house with its seventy or eighty souls, 
of which only eight-or ten are qualified elec- 
tora in the sovereign state.

There is also the laborers’ boarding house, 
a home, too, which of course, like the men's 
club, is mede up entirely of sovereign citi- 
zens, and last, but not least, is the apartment 
house, with its various ‘family groups, some 
comprising hushand, wife, and children, or 


. mother and daughters, and mother and sons, 
. 9r father and daughters, or brother and sis- 


ter—in fact there are many combinations and 
perhaps should be more. The American 
home is a verses affair, and wuseky every 


home shoul be equally sacred and have its 
proper representation. 

Thus there are homes and homes. The 
political settlement, however, alme to make 
the community the unit instead of the home 
and to foster the beautiful spirit that does 
exist in self-respecting families, where mu- 
tual help end loving service are naturally 
the order of things. It is the principle of 
self-redemption instead of vicarious redemp- 
tion. Each community can save itself; it 
needs no outside help, and each, perhaps, 
will have enough to do with its own great 
problem. The community is but the larger 
home, in which each and every person is or 
should be vitally interested. Moreover, in 
each community are to be found the elements 
for its own salvation when once the way is 
shown. 

The idea seems to be destined to regenerate, 
perhaps even to bring into life itself the ideal 
of ultimate citizenship which has dazzled 
the dreamers throughout the ages. Nay, it 
seems to bear within iteelf the ultimate solu~- 
tion of all our problems as we now see them,

It is eqventialty democratic and autono- 
mous! It is an educational scheme for re- 
generating the community. A century of 
experimentation must surely have convinced 
the most optimistic that even republicanism 
cannot be successfully superimposed upon a 
people and thet limited suffrage te scarcely 
an imposing success. But HM republicanism 
cannot be superimposed, neither could de- 
mocracy, for, as the potitions settlement pro- 
jectors point out, “democracy must be 
lived" to be realised. 

In ite last essence it is local eelf-govern- 
ment, end the logical home of the political 
would seem to be the schoolhouse, for if de- 
mocracy must be lIived, self-government 
(polities, if you please,) must be earnestly, 
devoutly, and humbly studied by each and 
all. A school for politics? Why not? Then 
ehell we learn to think our own politics and 
the boss shal] be no more. 

Better still, in going te echool again, or 
perhaps in never leaving it, we shall learn 
to know our neighbors and love them as 
ourselves, and in knowing our neighbors we 
shall In time, perhaps, come to know the 
great unknown, whatever that may prove 
to be. Thus shall be proved that politics in 
a civilized community te life itself, and who 
shall say that women ere unfitted for Hfe 
when they themselves carry it on from gen- 
eration to generation?

‘Series Between Athletics and Cubs 
| Shows Truth of Modern Theory.

The’ Gevelopment of inside baseball in the 
first decade. of the twentieth cefitury has 
been great or little, according to what thet 
widely discussed, flexible, and,.to the aver- 
age patron df the game, mysterious term is 
made to apply.

By far the greatest development bes been 
in the scope of inside baseball itself, in 
other words, what wag covered by that cloak 
-— or a dozen’ years ago has since become 

** outaide *’ baséball, while the inside stuff 
of today is something entirely different. 

if only the visible, tangible manifestations, 

in the form of @etmal plays, are to be con- 


tle produced in a e. Signs bet ween play- 
ers were aS numerous as new, perhaps more 
90, ten years”ago. The bunt, the hit and 
run, the pitchout to cateh a runner, and such 
tricks were practiced ’way. back in the nine- 
teenth century, and were considered a part 
of inside ball then. Today they are not. 


Evolution of Defense Rapid. 

The evolution of defenges for each particu- 
lar play or trick has been a marked feature of 
the progress of the game in the last few 
years; and that hes been eo fast that what 
the modern bal player talks of as the inside 
stuff is another science altogether. 

Perhaps it can best be described as the 
apotheosis of the double cross. 

The successful application of inside base- 
ball today means making the other fellow 
think you are going to do a thing ene way and 
doing thé opposite. “ Keep them crossed,” 
is the muttered command of the foxy mana- 
ger whore men have the other team on the 
run, ‘‘ We crossed them there,’' is thecheer- 
ful chirp of the players to each other on the 
bench when a run, or two, or three have been 
scored by an unexpected and versatile at- 
tack. One does not hear that shouted from 
the coaching lines and not one in a hundred 
of the spectators probably hee a definite.idea 
of how or why a specific result was accom- 
plished. 


.  Seientific Teams Meet.

Great Progress of Team Play. 

Team play, which is the corollary of inside 
bapeball, fas progressed wonderfully tn ten 
years: Not that there ‘was no team. play 
before that: The old stonewall infield of 
Chicago in the ‘80s and the Baltimore team 
of the middle ’'00s were briliiant exponents 
of team pley in the past.

The Man with a Trade. 
By HENRY M. HYDE. 


Every morning of the work day world a crowd of at least 3,000 people gathers about the 
gates of the Chicago stock yards. ale | | t | : 

For an hour they wait in the rain or the snow or the hot sun, pleading, struggling to-’ 
gether for work—for a chance to earn fifteen cents an hour at hard manual labor. 

In that pathetic army, which is mustered every morning, there are old men and young 
women, children and grandmothers, cripples and tall young peasants, with the strength of a 


bull in their broad, awkward frames. — 2 : * 

When times begin to grow a bit hard the regular morning crowd grows larger. At the 
first distant whisper of panic there are five instead of three thousand anxious, hungry people 
waiting outside the gates when the whistle blows. There is no better index than this to busi- 
ness conditions. | i : 

Every morning the great majority of these patient people are sent away without winning 
the vast favor of an opportunity to work. At best they are given only casual and temporary 
jobs—they are put in to fill gaps in the regular working force left by illness or accident. All 
they can hope for is a few hours at fifteen cents out of each week. 

They are a part of the great regular army of the unemployed. They are unskilled laborers, 
with nothing to sell but the work of their untaught hands. | 

It is the continual presence of this mass of surplus labor that keeps wages down at the 
stock yards. These untrained workmen—because they are untrained—must not only them- 
selves struggle on with a wretched pittance, but their need and their helplessness have a de- 
pressing effect on the wages of every man employed in the whole industry. ' 

To look at this early morning crowd of casual laborers is to realize with added strength 
the primary duty of every parent to give his children the great advantage of a trade. It is for 
lack of a trade that these poor people are forced to wait every morning—and usually in vain— 
for a fifteen cent job. | , 

The carpenter, the bricklayer, the plumber—the journeyman in any handicraft—can, 
when work is slack in his own neighborhood, throw his toolkit over his shoulder and go else- 
where, with the fair certainty that there will presently be a good demand for his skill. The man 
who really knows how to make things need never go long without work—and work at a living 
wage. : 

| The casual, untrained day laborer, on the other hand, has no such certainty. Anybody 
can take his place. What he has to sell:is always a drug on the market. | 

In almost the same evil case is that other great army of unskilled laborers who make up 
the mass of clerks and office men. Most of them are victims of the “‘white shirt habit.””. Only 
half-educated and utterly untrained, it is their foolish ambition, when they leave the grammar 
school, to avoid, at any cost; the overalls and jumper of the mechanic. 

-| Beginning with a microscopic place in some office, they rise within a few years to ten or 
twelve or fifteen dollars a week, and there the great majority of them stick, changing employers 
with more and more frequency as they grow older, until, with the coming of gray hairs, they 
are forced out by the pressure of fresh raw material underbidding for the splendid privilege 
of wearing white cuffs and earning less than half the weekly wages of a skilled workman in 
any honest trade. | 

The invention and use of tools is one of the things which set man apart from the other 
animals. In the mastery of the tools of any trade man demonstrates his kinship with the gods, 
with the makers, the creators, the powers which change and mold the world to their will. 

No man in any walk in life can give his son a better start than to see that he is taught 
a trade. There are certain royal families in Europe that set the world an example in this 

- respect. * ‘ 
Not alone the young princes, but the princesses also, 
are apprenticed to some trade and are kept at it until they 
have qualified:as journeymen. 
Then—and not before—are they allowed to take part 
in the regular work of the court. And in the same way a 
boy ‘will be .a better lawyer or doctor or preacher if he has 
first mastered some handicraft. | ' 
The man who knows how to handle tools gets in that 
way a firm grip on the reality of things which the scholar 
and professional students almost always lack. And, in 
an émergency, a good trade is always an ‘“‘anchor to wind- 
ward."’

Before putting the leg pieces in place pom 
out a couple of little rollers as at (r), grooved 
a little, and fix these on pins or brads between 
the leg pieces in the positions shown. 

Also, between the “ hands ” fasten a small 
plece of leather (t), folded over bok gai

N the election of 1806 the state of Texas 
sent to congress a man by ‘the name 
of Reese De Graffenreid, who bed been 


acclaimed north and south as one of 


the most brilliant men the country had 
mioduced in a generation. He possessed 
ws personality that was more than at- 
tiactive His hair~ and mustache were 
* seven black,” and he was a man of power- 
fel physique, a charming and versatile com- 
panion, and all around good fellow. 

Me had won his: spurs by defeating-in the 
primary election no less a veteran than the 
celelrated “ Buck ", Kilgore, who, with Wil- 
liam Morrison of Illinois, was. looked.upon 
as the “ watchdog of the treasury.” Kil- 
gore had been in congress for eighteen 
years. and no one dreamed that he would be 
defeated. 

De Graffenreid started life asa brakeman 
on the Texas and Pacific railroad, and dur- 
ing his leisure hours studied law and ulti- 
mately obtained his sheepskin. His first 
case was that of a widow whose husband 
had been killed in a railroad wreck. The 
man had also been a soldfer in the federal 
army, and Reese put forth his .best efforts 
to win the suit and obtain.a pension for the 
widow. He appealed to: Kilgore. to aid in 
securing the pension. Kilgore’s popularity 

rested largely on his ability to block Jegisia- 
tion pensioning northern soldiers, and in the 
eyes of his old.confederate comrades this 
was a virtue and he refused De puaiien- 
reid's request. . : 


De Graffenreid, although a agiighetier. had 


little respect for the prejudices of his neigh- 
bors. When election time rolled around he 
announced himself as a candidate for con- 
gress, stating that Kilgore wae unfit to 
represent_the district, and cited the case of 
ithe widow to prove it. He canvassed the dis- 
trict, condemning sectional hatred, appealed 
to the broader spirit of the people, made some 
gemarkable speeches, and defeated Kilgore 
by over 8,000 votes. . 

He would sweep an audience with his 
forensic homespun eloquenceand carry away 
the laurels of debate from all opponents, al- 
though he was.far.from being a scholar and 
paid little attention to his language or ap-

Promising Copperand Gold Field. 


By IRWIN ELLIS. 


RDINARILY the person speaking of 

a glacier has in mind the pre-historic 

_mastodon and the drifting mountains 

of ice of millions of years ago. It is 

\- Interesting in this connection that just 

now. tm Alaska the geological survey reports 

am extremely promising copper and gold field, 

 yirtually-in the shadow of the “Three Giants" 

mountain peaks and near Columbia glacier 
at the head of Columbia bay, 

More interesting than the ‘ouia and copper 
promiges, perhaps, is the report's topographi- 
cal description of this Prince Willlam Sound 
district. The sound and the adjacent Chu- 
gach mountains ere in a section deeply cut 
by the erosions of ice, enow waters, and by 
the invasion of tide waters. As @ conse-’ 
quence the borders of the sound are fringed 


- with: fiords and deep valleys, many of which 
are filled with glacial ice. 


The great Columbia giacer is the largest 
on the sound. It has . ee front 


walling the waters for a distance of foor 
miles and for ‘its greatest iength showing 
a-precipitous rim of glacial ice 400 feet high. 

“AF the pregent time Cordova and Valdez 
ere the chief towns, to which may be added 
a half-dozen smaller towns and as many In- 
dian villages, with an occasional mining 
camp.,..The fifst-copper was mined in 1897 
and at ‘this time three railroads are projected 
with several miles of rails laid. The long- 
est. stretch of rails is 130 miles. 

Two copper mines have been worked com- 
mercially since-1900. Recently the gold in 
the dres has been attracting attention and 
it hag been running from 25 cents a ton to 
$4.80 @ toh. Copper, alone, ¢an be produced 
with profit where the ore yield-is 4 per 
cent, while the ores in’ the leading mines 
have: been running 5 and 7 per cent copper. 
Just tow under the impetus ef gold extrac- 
tion, copper ores of far lower percentages 
are reduced, the profit coming from the gold 
by-product...

'N an age of improved machinery and 
easy methods of labor, it is surprising 
that gold is still beaten by hand as in 
King Solomon's time No inventive 
genius has.as yet put electricity to pound- 


ing gold. Everything about gol beating, . 


even to the use. of a rabbit’s foot to spread 
a fine plaster of Paris, called *‘ brime,”’ on 
the skins between which gold is beaten, is 
as old fashioned as in those ancient days. 
Go into e building with the sign, “ Gold Leaf 
Manufactory,’ across the front and you will 

see for yourself how primitive are the ways 
rg the gold beater. 


Entering the little factory one sees on. 


both sides down the long room ‘with an earth 
“floor men at their benches. pounding their 


“ghoders" of gold with big, round faced. 


. hammers, in a haze of. floating dust. The in- 
‘tervals between the rise and the fali of the 
hammers are s0 constant that one recog- 
nizes when a gold beater is. out of swing. 
There is a knack about the lifting of a ham- 
mer that the workman acquires in time 
through practice, perhaps after he has suf- 
fered from many crushed fingers, sore 
muscles, and blistered palms.

. Many Uses for **Leaf.** 


But gold leaf: is needed for the lettering 
of book covers, window signs, for hat marks, 
ornamental designe, and many other uses, so 
somebody must labor to prepare it for the 
market. It is done in thie way: A gold ingot, 
perhaps three inches tong, half’ an inch wide, 
and half an inch thick, containing enough 
metal for a “ beating ” ie run through a ma- 
chine, between Polished steel Tellers, and is 
stretched into’@ ribbon of gold, reminding 
one of a-yellow tape line, wound on a reel. 
it ig eight yards long. 

This strip is then cut into 200 little squares 
of gold, each of which is’placed between two 
pieces of skina, from three and one-half to 
four and one-half inches square: Hach skin 
hae first been carefully dusted with “ brime,’’ 
which is gypsum mixed with common bar- 


ber’s soap, to keep the gold leaf from stick- ‘ 


ing to the skins. 

The workman keeps laying down a square 
of gold then a@ square of skin, gold, skin, 
gold, skin, until he hag a stack before him.

Heavy Hammer First Used. 

A thickness of elght or ten pieces of vellum 
is placed at both the bottem and the top of 
the packet of gold before it is bound with 
strips of the same material, called “* cutches,”’ 
and pounded for two hours, until the inch 
equares of gold spread over the four inch 
squares of skins and run out. The workman 
scrapes off the gold om the eides of the 
“shoder” and puts the waste in a can to 
save for eee ee A

At the first “ beating,” when the metal does 
not tear easily, the worker beats with a 
twenty pound hammer.

After 
another two hours of pounding the packet 
is opened up, when the little inch squares 
have again spread to four inches. 

Again each gold leaf is cut into four parts, 
with a strip of bamboo sharpened on the 
long edge, when the 800 pieces of gold leaf 
are now 3,200 pieces.

HITE mica, which for years has had 
an increasing usein American man- 
ufactures, is one conmimodity: at 
Yeast which has been lowered in 
price. by the Aldrich-Paine tariff. 

To some extent, too, the smaller sheets of the 
product of American mines have served to 
bring down the price. 

North Carolina leads in tonnage product, 
though the mica of that state brings only an 
average price of 9.4 cents a pound. In line 
of total values other states follow in order: 
South Dakota, 21.4 cents; New Hampshire, 
21.6 cents; Virginia, 50.1 cents; Alabama, 25 
cenis; New York, 19.2 cents; Georgia, 5 
cents. 

In the range of prices for the various pur- 
poses of the manufacturer using this white 
mica, the stove manufacturer paid an aver- 
age of ‘75 cents a pound for’ mica sheet two

“That first time 
we got him én the wire, ,ane hie tnade good 
that afterndon. Withir’ gnother week he 
overdrew far $50, and thé:teller came to me. 

“*Pay it this time,’ | said, ‘and I'll go 
after him myself." I'v® been doing that—or 

‘trying to do it—for more than a week. I got 
him the day before yesterday. He said he 
had made another mistake in his balance 
and would send the money to cover by mes- 
senger that afternoon. But he didn’t do It. 
Just now I got him again, and suggested to 
him that when he ,.DID send the money— 
which we expected him to do at once—he 
fwould oblige us by returning his check 
book and closing the accoupt in shortest 
order. 

“There is the case of the ‘ business wom-

She drew 
one check for $4 and followed it up with 
another check for $l even, ‘Pay the check,’

Customer's Honesty Chief Concern. 

* Most city banks demand that the depos- 
itor keep a standing balance of $100 at al! 
times, or charge a nominal ‘fine’ egainst 
them—perhaps $1 a month. Granted that 
the customer is a salaried man, drawing the 
minimum number of checks in the payment 
ef his gas, water, electric light, and leundry 
bills, the bank can afford to handle bis ac- 
count on the $100 basis. That is, if the man 
keeps his accounts strictly and can be de- 
pended upon as honest. 

“ Honesty of intent, however. is the chief 
cencern of a bank in its depositors. Give the 
dishonest man a book of blank checks and 
one cannot measure the trouble that can be 
made with it. The saloon is the chief agent 
te such a man fn his crookedness. It is pro- 
verbial that a man can cash a check easier 
fn a saloon than in any other place of busi- 
‘ness. Suppose the man with the book of 
checks goes into the saloon, @ stranger, He 
has a few dollars in cash and he picks up an 
acquaintance. 

“Out of a few dollars in cash he buys 
@rinks freely ‘for the house.’ Suddenly he 
runs short of cash, drawa his check book, 
buys more drinks, makes the check $10 or 
$12 on the plea that he needs sonie cash, re- 
tains the surplus of $8 or $10—and the saloon- 
keeper finally gets the paper back, stamped 
* No funda.’ 

“If the fellow finally is ru@ down, he has 
the ready plea that ‘ he was drinking at the 
time,’ which the saloonkeeper will have to 
attest. But. at the best, it isn’t a felony to 
write a check overdrewing an account. The 
logs is on the saloonkeeper, but maybe half 
a dozen indorsementa are on the check and it 
has to follow back along the line of its in- 
dorsements, making trouble for every person 
who handled the paper, perhaps refiecting 
finally upon the bank itself for allowing such 

a fellow to have possession of one of its 
ceankvouiens | 

“This ig the cause for carefulness on the 
part of the bank in opening a checking ac- 
count. In the savings department the man 
with the money deposited mist appear in 
person, signing his check in person in the 
presence of the teller.

Where. Mothers Are Unwise: 
They Become Slaves to Children,

There is no denying the fact that many 
mothers work much harder than they are 
able. Sometimes it is the fault of unfortunate 
circumstances, and often it is the fault of 
the mother herself. When a mother is com- 
pelled to work beyond her strength to keep 
her family. comfortable ghe ts, indeed, de- 
serving of sympathy, but when she elects 
to make a slave of herself that her children 
may be brought up in idleness, why, that 
is another matte?. 

A women who was compelled to take in 
washing: to support her family came to the 
superintendent of a city school and requested 
that her little daughter should not attend 
the cooking class. . She stated that she, her- 
self, bad. always had to work hard, that she 
had never had any chance for education or 
accomplishments, and that she intended that 
her daughter: should. have an easier life. 
She intended she should be a music teachér 
and she did not want her even to know how 
to cook or do housework. 

It seems that the little girl had no talent 


‘for music.and that she did like cooking and 


housekeeping,, and yet this foolish mother 
was trying to make a musician of this child, 
and was unwilling that she should even learn 
the common things that every girl needs, 
sooner or later, to know.

The same idea is carried out on the sleeves— 
the tabs there running up on the outside of 
the sleeves. These facings are stitched to 
the dress on both edges, and four tiny linen 
covered buttons are sewed om each tab. The 
bottom of the dress is hemmed. The opening 
extends the full length of the back, which 
makes it easy to put on and off, and also 
lessens the work in Jaundering. 

For the small child who creeps the little 
romper or cover all ig a most useful garment. 
Children must have freedom of movement, 
and that is just what this garment allows. 
Besides this it is a great saving on other 
clothes, which Many busy mothers will ap- 
preciate. 

They can have the sleeves cut separately 
or in one with the garment. There are 
several designs for these creepers, but one 
of the best is cut to button the length of the 
back, and at the bottom the leg parts are 
set into bands, and then it buttons where 
the seam usually comes, between the legs.

which lay off the Pillars of Hercules and finally dis- 
appeared under the sea. For some years the keels of 
Greek ships grated on the mud shoals that rose near 
the surface, and then they, too, disappeared, and 
Atlantis was forgotten and her glory overshadowed 
by the riging brilliancy of Greece and her neighbors. 
There is little glory or splendor lost with the fish- 
ing village of Helsingfors. It was not an Atlantis, 
but it serves as an omen that nature is still indiffer- 
ent to man’s plans and wrecks cities or villages, 
builds up mountains, or runs water over their sum- 
mits without *regard to human plans or ambitions.

Atlantic Divided Into Two Basins. 

Plato in his “Timeus” relates that an Egyptiah 
priest told Solon that Atlantis was a flourishing land 
larger than Libya or Asia Minor 9,000 years be- 
fore Greece was a world power. . Some scholars “are 
persuaded that Plato was exercising his imagination, 
others are just as certain that these ancient geogra- 
phers had the Canary islands, or America, or Scandi- 
navia in mind, and still others point to’ geological evi- 
dence and claim that areal continent has gone down 
in the Atlantic within historic times. 

A line of extinct and active volcanoes beneath. the 
surface’ of the Atlantic divides the sea longitudinally 
inte two great basins. Under their influence. the sea 


bottom may have risen and fallen appreciably many - 


times. There is nothing to disprove the existence of 
Atlantis,- but there is also no record of the civilization 
that is supposed to have perished with it. .

single continent, as they are sometimes supposed to 
have been in the age when the Mongolian tribes first 
came out of Asia and developed into the American 
Indian. 

Archeologists who have studied the prehistoric bar- 
rows and mounds on the islands in the British chan- 
nel are convinced that men built stone villages on the 
land that is now the channel bottom before the Brit- 
ish isles and the continent were separated. If this is 
true there are doubtless ,whole prehistoric cities, 
stone circles, tombs, and towers on the channel bot- 
tom. 

In 1672 the former city of Kingston, Jamaica, went 
to make up a part of the sea floor, and while a new 
city rose upon the new shores the old town is now 
given up to the amphibious gentry. In 1907 the sea 
swallowed up an adjacent section of the coast and the 
residents. of the island are never certain that the 
whole island wijl not. go down some day in an hour 
like a scuttled ship. In 1751 twenty leagues of the 
goast of Domingo suddenly dropped, the waters 
rushed in, and where there had been apparently im- 
perishable land and ‘rock there is now a bay. In 1762 
sixty square miles of coast in Hindustan disappeared 
and has .ever since remained submerged with ‘its

Sea Constant Menace to Holland. 

There are countries which have developed elaborate 
civilizations in the face of constant danger of an 
overfiow.

If the low countries 
should. experience @ seismic disturbance sufficient to 
shake down the dikes it would be a gigantic

Max Enjoys First Breathing Spell. 

Max Bendix and Angelica, who belies her name he 
elaims, were married in Mamaroneck in 1889. Things 
went smoothly for a brief space, but in 1890 trouble 
began and according to the musician his wife was al- 
most unendurable from that time to the date of their 
separation. In 1898 Mrs. Bendix and her little. daughter 
went to Europe. This was the first breathing spell 
Max had had and he enjoyed it so enormously that 
he wrote her she need never come back. He implored 
her to get a divorce and indiscreetly told her that 
there was another woman ready to take her place, any- 
way. : , 

Naturally, she started back on the next. boat’ for New 
York and captured musician. Max unaWares. He was 
not to be held in captivity, however. He had had a 
taste of sweet liberty and at any cost he was determined 
to regain it. He fled, leaving the simple but expressive 
message “gone for good.” Mrs. Bendix then had re- 
course to the courts and a Chicago court awarded her 
a maintenance of $150 a month in winter and $125 in 
summer. ' The musician fell behind in his payments 
something like $5,000 during the next ten or eleven 
years and in 1909 his wife was reduced to suth a state 
of penury that she agreed to have the alimony -re- 
duced to $125 a month in winter and $60 a month in 
summer. Once more Max was delinquent and whe 
he went to Europe last summer he left nothing behind, 
She lived upon borrowed money and the ineome from a 
few rooms which she rented out. | | : 

Once more she appealed to the courts and was granted 
$1,000 for attorney's fees and $100 a month for the 
support of herself and her daughter Lillian, who is 
now 20 years old. This was a few weeks ago and it 
Was upon this occasion that Max, forgetting the classic

Bendix a Prosperous Musician. 

Now Max Bendix ts a man of some achievement. 
He is the musical director of the Metropolitan Opera 
house in New York City and has an enviable musical 
record behind him. He made his first appearance as a 
violin soloist at the age of 8 in 1875. - Three years later 
he was playing in Theodore Thomas’ Cincinnati orches- 
tra and the following year at the age of 12 he was 
appointed a first violinist in the same orchestra. In 
1881 he was touring the country as a violin soloist and 
after numerous engagements as concert master in the 
east he spent a year in Europe with his newly acquired 
wife in travel and study. He was sole conductor of the 
world's fair orchestra and after the engagement closed % 
he toured America and Europe until 1895 when he took? 
charge of the Wagnerian operas at the Metropolitan 
Opera house. He is now in general charge of the opera 
produced by the Metropolitan company in New York 
and is generally regarded as a suecessful and prosperous 
musician. . 

There is no apparent laps® in the musical conquests, 
which have made up his career during the years of 
his married life and indeed it would appear that it was 
the era of his most rapid development. If Angelica con- 
trived te make his material life miserable, as he claims, 
there is no marked effect upon his musical career as 
manifested in his works. Franz Schubert once said, 
“That which I have written in my greatest distress 
is what the world seems to like the best,” and this is 
so trué of the majority of the great composers that 
Max's testimony is fairly swamped by evidence from 
the lives of the tmmortals. Perhaps the judge who 
burdened him with that extra $1,000 knew something 
of Haydn's story and had hie own opinions on the con- 
ditions rnd environment that go to make 4 great musi- 
cian; at any rate, the plea which Max entered contest- 
ing his wife's claims had little weight.

From all accounts his mistress had him in hysterics 
most of the time, but-at the worst encounters he would 
retreat to his plano and compose a throbbing prelude. 
“T never thought I should live to curse any one,” said 
the life weary little pianist, after he had torn him- 
self away from Sand, “but if I were to curse any. one 
it would be George Sand.” 

Rossini, who composed “William Tell” and many 
famous operas that wer®@-once the greatest musical

to live with his first wife, Mme. Colbran Rossini, in 
spite of his famous good nature, and married a second, 
Olympe Desguilliers, after he had attained his supreme 
rank in the musical world. The years of his growth 
and development were spent with the lady who wor- 
ried him into a,separation, however, and it was not 
until he was 37 Fears of age that she finally died and 
released him. 

Robert Schumann, whose life was exceptionally un- 
eventful, converted his disappointment in love when 
Ernestine Von Fricken broke their engagement into the 
romanticism that imbues his music and Richard Wagner 
turned his sufferings at sea into the great storm music 
of the “ Flying Putchman.” Schubert did his best work 
when he suffered most and was appreciated least. 

It has not been long since the domestic infelicity 
of Giacomo Puccini, paralleling his own theme of 
Madame Butterfly, came fo light.

HEN the Chicago gourmet desires to 
have something strangely rare in 
the line of surprising fruits for 

/ breakfast in a first class restau- 
rant he ts dependent almost wholly 

vpon the island of Jamaica for the pro@uc- 
tion of the novelty. 

From Nov..1 to March 1 Kunze’s strip of 
Randolph street sidewalk is crowded at the 
building line with men, women, and children, 
most of whom have questions they would 
like to ask regarding those things which they 
gee through the plate glass of the windows. 

Have you ever eaten & mango—the real 
fruit of the name? If you baven’t probably 
you wouldn't look at it twice with any idea 
of cutting Into it for a breakfast dish. It is 
about the size and shape of a veal kidney. 
It has a russet brown coat between that of 
the potato and a russet apple. It is heavy 
in proportion to its size, suggesting soggi- 
ness. 

Tt is served on a fruit dish with fruit knife 
accompaniment, Peeling the #kin from the 
fruit, it appears as a mellow, fine fibered 
fruit akin to the consistency of a ripe peach. 


After which the flavor is beyond comparison. 


This flavor isn’t like any other one thing in 
the common fruits catalogue, but when one 
h@s eaten of it a few times he becomes “ ad- 
dicted ” to the mango. There are ranges of 
price for the Jamaico mango from 60 cents

Sapodilla Looks Like Potato. 

Just a ‘little more common. and cheaper is 
the Jamaica sapodilla, also a tree fruit, but 
so unlike anything growing above ground 
that it is almost impossible to reconcile facts. 
It appears as a dark skinned, rounded potato 

‘with a suggestion of the bulbs of Chinese and 
Japanese lilies, It ig served like the mango 
on a fruit plate. The fruit is of a dull pear 
color, with a distinct pear favor, but so sweet 
as to be almost a confection. It is easily 
shipped and its prices range from @ cents to 
$1 a dozen. 

Another of the strange Jamaica fruits that 
is attracting attention is the “Jack ” fruit, 
grown from trees and probably the largest 
fruit that clings to tree branches. A good 
specimen is eighteen inches high and corre- 
sponding in diameter with the pineapple. 
But instead of the pineapple’s barbed, pro- 
tecting spines, the “ Jack” fruit has a rind 
almost exactly like that of the “ osage 
orange,” which adorns the farmer's hedge 
fence trees. It is akin to the pineapple, but 
with favors of tteown. And when the green 
coating is cut away, the fruit lecks the 
fibrous matter of the pineapple.

The reason for the South African fruits is 
the midwinter demend of Chicago for these 
fruits, out of season for months, perhape, in 
our own southland As fruits, however, they 
are of exceptional flavor, and color, and tez- 
ture. The fruit steamers carry the fruits in 
storage rooms, landing at New York for ex- 
press shipments. 

‘And it's the American expressman who 
does things to your shipments,” said Mr. 
Kunze. ‘This is not a kick on the com~- 
panfes,” he added, “ but a few years ago the 
railroads suffered from the ‘ baggage smnash- 
er.’ Today we seem to have the ‘ express 
smasher,’ especially in the United States 
and working in and out of the smaller city 
offices. Ani exprese shipment of fruite today 
comes in best condition from the port of New 
York. Most of the imported fruits come in 
baskets of one pattern or another. Packing 
has come to be a fine art among the shippers 
of these foreign fruit products, and if the 
contents of such a package is damaged we 
have reason to khow that it has been handled 
roughly in rallroad transportation.”’

English the Grape Growers. 

When it comes to table grapes if a Chicago 
midwinter, we give the palm to the English- 
man and to his hothouse grape bunches, 
which in Chicago bring from $1 to $250 « 
pound, while the range of weight of each 
bunch ts from a pound and e half to two 
pounds net. This is the extremely dark 
grape, each fruit on the bunch a sphere and 
as large as at ordinary plum. The next 
grape tn size and price is grown in Belgium, 
showing a light brown, accordingly as the sun 
touches it. 

For a long time experiments were made in 
the packing of these grapes. Sawdust was 
impossible because too close fitting and mak- 
ing for compression, at the same tima “ lit- 
tering ’’ the bunch with the dust. Cotton, 
paper, and peculiarly adapted excelsiors are 
now in use.

It is impossible to read a list of subjects offered 
for diseussion before the average village lyceum or 
iown literary society, without being impressed by 
their owlish quality—-the manifest attempts to 
build approaclies to learning and trestles over them 
And we wonder how it is that hard-headed Amer- 
‘ean audiences can be induced to listen to discourses 
on themes so far removed from their own field of 


~ thought, when there are so many interesting subjects 


close at hand. 

All sorts of persons deliver leetures nowadays 
Some are celebrities, who exhibit themselves to ‘be 

wped at like museum freaks. Dr. Cook amassed a 
competence by that simple and easy process. A few 
discourses are delivered by persons who have hon- 
estly studied their subjects, and ean talk knowingly 
and entertainingly; but far more are the work. of 
commonplace persons who read aloud with portent- 
ous gravity the scattered fragments of information 
that they have gleaned from the encyclopedias. 
There is probably not one of these platform orators 
who does not need the money he receives. 

Indeed, when we consider the sort of men and 
women to whom Browning and Ibsen mean daily 
bread— and Renaissance and Symbolism, ‘the edu- 
eation of their children — we realize that there is a 
silver lining even to the overspread clouds of pop- 
ular ignorance and credulity. 

Not infrequently the business of lecturing assumes 
the form of polite mendicancy, or worse. The young 
woman who is to lecture on “Indian Musie” or “The 
Early Greek Dramatists,” because her eggs would 
not hatch without proper attention, peddles her 
tickets by methods that only an imposing list of 
patronesses removes from those of the “hold-up” 
man who whines and threatens after dark. Perhaps 
the time is not far distant when these ragged scalla- 
wags will importune the passer-by for the price of 
a night’s lodging under the patronage of Mrs..All- 
dough and the Countess Botticelli. 

Other lecturers, more businesslike, deal direct with 
local committeemen and club officials — a class easily 
captivated by themes that sound well, such as: “Ad- 
vanced Dramatists” whose plays do not draw so long 
as there is a musical comedy in town; authors whom 
no one reads when there is a “best-seller” to be had; 
and “Schools” of architecture, philosophy and litera- 
ture, that bear ne sort of relation to the little world 
in which they strive to live. 

Curiously enough, it is not in the town hall or 
ehurch parlor of the small village that lecturing as- 
sumes its most malignant form; but in the metropo- 
lis of the country, and in its most fashionable and 
“brilliant” society. In New York, lectures are given 
not merely in drawing rooms and public halls, but 
at luncheons and dinners, while 
the company is still seated at the 
table. This arrangement not only 
saves time, which everybody is in 
a hurry to waste on something 
else, but prevents escape. It is 
quite common, nowadays, for the 
hostess to rise in her place at the

close of the repast and to in- 
troduce to the chattering, 
merry throng a solemn-vis- 
aged man, who at once 
launches out into an erudite 
discussion of something that 
none of his auditors was Az 
ever known to ,think about. 

As a general thing, the men who 
lecture in this exalted grade of 
society are known to the sophisticated for 

their blatant ignorance or their common- 

place qualities of mind; but in every instance, they 
are. queer-looking. It would not do for a man of 
ordinary aspect to attempt any “wise talk” in a New 
York dining room. More than one of these fashion- 
able talkers has acquired a vogue equal to that of the 
massage operator or facial beautifier, and can make 
quite as much money by cultivating the inside of 
society’s head as the other artists earn by their min- 
istrations to the outer cuticle. 

From a course actually planned: to meet the re- 
quirements of what is known as the “fashionably in- 
tellectual set,” I have selected at random the follow- 
ing topics: “The Position of Kant in Modern 
Thought ;” “Hegel and Hegelianism ;” “Nietsche as a 
Destructive Factor in Modern Life,” and “Schopen- 
hauer’s Four-fold Root of Sufficient Reason.” The 


attempt te graft German philosophy on heads filled 
with thoughts of motor-cars, terrapin, trips to Fior- 


machines, is ab- 
surd from any 
point of view 
—save that of 
the lecturer, who 
will undoubted- 
. ly dispose of a 
large number of tickets. 

To this weakness for what 
£ ¥ sounds like eulture is due the ex- 

ON traordinary demand for Symbol- 
“4 ism that characterizes the present 

age. Were it not for Symbolism 

a great many of these lecturers 
would be unable to get through 
the winter. What the manna was 
\ to the Children of Israel, what the 
reindeer is to the Laplander, the 
potato to the Irish peasant, and 
the whisk-broom to the African 
servitor, this elusive, intangible 
term is to the disseminator of 
chromo-culture. The discovery of 
the possibilities in Symbolism can 
be compared only to that of the 
commercial value of the phono- 
graph. People are eager to dis- 
cover Symbolism in everything, 
from Ibsen to a tomato can; and 
the lecturers are even more eager 
to oblige them. It is considered 
praiseworthy to prove a case of 
Symbolism even on those who 
never meant it; and in this de- 
structive work not even the dead 
are spared. 

It would be difficult to estimate 
the number of dollars that have 
been gathered from credulous and 
unlearned persons within the past 
few years by lecturing on the 
Symbolism of Ibsen—the very 
last man in the world who should 
be aceused of such nonsense. The 
greatest technician of his age; 
and knowing, more than any other 
dramatist, the necessity for cen- 
tering the attention of the audi- 
ence on what is before their eyes; 
it is unbelievable that he would 
burden a plot with anything likely 
to divert attention from it. More- 
over, he was the exponent of the 
realities of everyday life, the cre- 
ator of commonplace types, fa- 
miliar to the whole world, and 
moving through tragedies of the 
kind that might darken any house- 
hold.. Of course, it is quite easy 
to say that when people go up the 
mountain in “When the Dead 
Awaken,” they are sealing the in- 
tellectual or moral heights; or, 
that the final fall of the “Master Builder” is 
symbolic of death at the supreme moment of 

achievement; and I even know of one lecturer, 
more daring than the rest, who gravely told a 
New York audience that the suicide of Hedda 
Gabler was symbolic of sudden death. But are 
these childish and obvious deductions worth talking 
about — especially at a dollar a ticket? As well de- 
liver a lecture on Ibsen’s whiskers or the nose of his 
face. 

Still another lecturer cast an illuminating ray on 
Ibsen by declaring that his greatness lay in his por- 
trayals of “glorious types of Scandinavian woman- 
hood.” That sounds well. Mendacity and igno- 
rance combined usually fall cheerfully on the ear, 
but Hedda Gabler and Nora are anything but glori- 
ous feminine types. Above all, : 
Ibsen was so great that only the 
lowest intelligence can fail to 
grasp his meaning. His manner 
of expressing himself so that 
every one ean understand him; 
his ereation of eharacters that

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E HAVE got to do something for 
Erichsen,” said Captain De Long to 
his thirteen worn and wasted men, 
as they sat about a roaring fire and 
shivered and shook through the silent 
Aretic evening.

This was fastened up over the door of the hut; 
and the dead man’s clothing was divided among his 
companions. 

The next day, Friday, October 7, found them eat- 
ing the last half pound of the dog meat. They were 
about twenty-five miles from the nearest point at 
which they could even hope for relief; and they 
had only two quarts of alcohol and some old tea 
leaves. They were weakening every moment and 
could not make more than four or five miles a day 
at the best. | 

October 8, when they camped in a driving storm 
and gale, Captain De Long said to the men: 

“We have got to make the best of it to-night. 
Nindemann, I shall send you and Noros off the first 
thing in the morning, and I know you will do all 
men can do.

The 
printer could not know this, of course: Moreover, 
he knew nothing about tact in salesmanship. The 
sort o. tact that consists in saying as little as possi- 
ble would have sufficed. All that was called for was 
an expression of regret at the bungling of.a job, and 
the assurance that such an accident would not, and 
should not, happen again. Instead, the printer tried 
to strike what he thought was a “personal” note —, 


and this with a dignified, elderly gentleman, whom 


he knew but slightly. . ..' 

“Hello, old man!” hé exclaimed in a jovial tone. 
“How ’ve you been, eh? Looking a bit stouter than 
when I saw you last. Had a good time on the yacht 
all summer, what?” : 

This was as far as the unfortunate printer got. 
Suddenly he found himself standing alone in the 
middle of the floor, the focus of the eyes of a score 
of giggling stenographers, He never quite remem- 
bered how he managed to get out of the place. One 
thing he sadly realized — he never got back. 

The ineident of the printer illustrates a pitfall 
which the wary modern salesman avoids with great- 
est cireumspection, It bothers him only slightly to 
invent new sales arguments or even to blaze his own 
trail in an untried field. Problems of this sort are 
mere details of sales routine, that he masters with 
time and experience. But sinning against tact, is a 
pitfall into which the most expert salesman is ever 
fearful of stumbling, no matter how well bred and 
how well balanced he may be. And just as he is 
congratulating himself that he has escaped ten of 
these traps, away he goes for a header into the 
eleventh. 

Here is a salesman who wonders why he is turned 
down right and left. He knows that his prices are 
right; knows there is a demand for his wares; and 
knows that he uses the identical arguments used by 
the other members of the selling staff. The reason 
of his failure is a mystery to him. Yet, if he could 
see himself as others see him, he could tell in an

instant that he owes his lack of success, perhaps to 
some absurd trick in his attire, or to the too familiar 
manner in which he greets his customers, or to some 
other thoughtless trick or mannerism. ‘ In faet, 
there are one hundred and one reasons why a sales- 
man may fail to win that personal consideration 
which is necessary before he can hope to do business 
successfully. 

Dress is one of the most important details in the 
equipment of the up-to-date salesman. He knows 
that he makes his first impre-sion, even before he 
has hal time to open his mouth, with the clothes he 
wears, He knows that these are his best card of in- 
troduction — better even than a letter of recommen- 
dation; for a letter of introduction may be written 
with a bias; whereas, no matter how strongly we 
deny it, we all form offhand opinions of a man’s 
tastes, his social standing, and his abil- 
ity —at least to make money — by his 
clothes. 

With the modern sales expert, the 
question of selecting his attire is not 
simply a matter of buying the best that 
he can afford. He knows that a man 
selling nails by tho earload to the trade 
does not need to be as fastidious in his 
dress as the solicitor oz $20,000 life- 
insurance policies. In facet, were he to 
try to sell hardware in clothes appro- 
priate to this class of life-insurance 
work, he would be regarded as a gold- 
brick salesman. Whether he sells life- 
insurance or hardware, he knows there 
is.a standard of dress suitable to his 
particular line, and he knows that any- 
thing beyond this standard is fatal. 

Instances illustrating how the attire 
worn by a salesman may mean success 
or failure are plentiful. A well-known 
concern, whose specialty is an appli- 
ance used in many retail stores, had on 
its sales staff a salesman who had dis- 
tinguished himself in the automobile 
line, and who had come highly recom- 
mended. For more than a month this . 
“eracker-jack” was on the road; but his 


failure was abject, and he went from 


bad to worse until he was heartbroken.

Six months later, the reigning art 
sensation in New York was a wonder- 
ful, hauntingly beautiful painting, 
supposed to be a portrait, on exhibi- 
tion at the Metropolitan Museum.

There is also a good deal of talk dur- 
ing the winter about the “Divine Art 
of Velasquez,” and the doings of Van 
Dyke, Rubens and Carlo Vinei, and 
also the inevitable “course” in which 
painters are arranged, not from the 
point of view of their merit, but ac- 
cording to date of birth. 

Now, I am not opposed to the dis- 
semination of information regarding 
Velasquez or Shakespeare or Chaucer, 
or any one else worth talking about, 
“gp tbs a really cultivated intelligence 

brought to bear on the subject. I 


maintain, however, that, as lectures} 


are given for professedly educational 
purposes, they should be adapted to 
the tastes and needs of those who come 
to learn. Certainly, no one who has 
studied the stage seriously eares to 
hear the usual gabble about the Dawn 
of the Elizabethan Period or the Sym- 
bolism of dramatists who spent their 
lives in dodging it. It is impossible to 
conceive of any one, with a genuine 
feeling for literature, listening to the 
commonplace talk on world-famed 
writers that sounds so well to the un- 
tutored brain that it hopelessly con- 
fuses it. Above all, why should these 
things be taught chronologically? 
There is but one answer to that query; 
and that is, that it is the easiest way to 
do it. Any one, with the aid of an en- 
cyclopedia, can prepare a catalogue of 
painters and writers on this plan; but 
it takes genuine knowledge and appre- 
ciation to group them as they will be 
placed at the Judgment Day of Art 
and Letters. 

And these efforts to instruct and to 
entertain seem all the more pitiful 
when we think how much can be said 
on any intellectual topic by starting 
from a perfectly familiar ground of 
knowledge and point of view. It is 
absolutely impossible for those who 
have never known any greater literary 
stimulus than is contained in the mod- 
ern magazine or novel really to profit 
by a course that begins at a period as 
remote chronologically and intellectu- 
ally as that of Chaucer, and that moves 
on through a world in which they can 
have no real interest until, perhaps at 
the very close of the season, they find 
themselves once more within hailing 
distance of what they understand. 

There is a great deal to be said 
about such simple literature as the 
Primer and the admirable examples of 
English prose composition offered in 
“Lo, we do go up,” 
and “The eat sees the

Why all this talk about Shakes- 
peare, .while so many interesting 
things about acting and the drama re- 
main unsaid? 

There is no more fascinating art 
than that of play-building; and I can 
imagine no more interesting or val- 
uable discourse — especially when we 
consider the fact that half the adult 
population is now engaged in writing 
plays — than an exposition on the im- 
mutable laws of the drama, delivered 
in simple terms, and illustrated by 
reference to plays of the day. There 
are such lectures; but in nearly every 
ease they are delivered by people of 
known incompetence. 

Another topie of great interest 
should be the Variety Stage, the only 
great national school of drama that 
we possess, and the nursery of many 
of our best players. “Variety” does 
not sound well in a “course;” but it

There 
is a great deal to be said about book 
and magazine illustration that would 
prove interesting, instructive, and 
stimulating, and quite within the com- 
prehension of even the dullest person 
who ever sat heroically through an 
evening’s talk on Pre-Raphaeliteism, 
And to know the difference between 
good drawing and bad, between wood 
engraving and the ordinary photo- 
graphic proeess, between comedy and 
caricature, is to have made an impor- 
tant step in the direction of real know!l- 
edge and the appreciation of art. Such 
illumination will also train the mind 
to distinguish between good pictures 
and bad; to realize that the coarse ex- 
aggeration, which so often passes for 
humor, is merely a cloak for bad 
drawing. 

By all ‘means let us have lectures; 
but let us at least remember that the 
stage offers something besides Shakes- 
peare, Ibsen and Maeterlinck; that a 
little original thought on a common- 
place subject is far better than obvious 
remarks on an abstruse one; and that 
no educational course is worth any- 
thing that does not start from what 
we already know.

tion, where they found a nete from 
Andrews, giving them further details 
of the round-up. The cabin stood on 
the edge of a deep forest and faced an 
exquisite little meadow in which a 
small lake shone like a mirror.

A sales manager of a big Western 
concern was breaking in a batch of 
young men, who were to open up new 
territory. When he had finished out- 
lining the style in which he desired his 
men to dress, he took up the subject 
next in order—the manner of ap- 
proaching a customer. 

“Approaching a prospect is not a 
joke; and accordingly it is objection- 
able for you to laugh or to grin as you 
enter a man’s store. There is not any- 
thing that is personal in the transac- 
tion, and it ean only disgust a stranger 
if you attempt to shake hands with 
him. When you go into a man’s shop 
to sell him wares, you are n’t in line 
with the gold-brick man and the fellow 
that tries to hold you up for a dona- 
tion to some charitable scheme, 

“The attitude I wish you to assume 
is that of'a man of breeding who has 
comhe into the store not to sell, but to 
buy. We expect our men to be polite, 
but not servile. From the first, let 
your customer understand that it is go- 
ing to be to his advantage, as well as 
to ours, to do business with us.” 

Perhaps the greatest bore that af- 
flicts the man who buys is the salesman 
who ‘burdens himself with a side-line 
of over-politeness. What is over- 
politeness? Any politeness you would 
not have extended had you come to buy 
instead of to sell. A salesman enters 
the office of his prospect, who happens 
to be busy. “See you in just a min- 
ute, Smith,” remarks the customer. 

“Oh, thank you, Mr. Jones, thank 
you; there ’s no hurry,” wheedles 
Smith. 

“No great hurry,” would answer 
Smith’s purpose. A nod, indicating, 
“I have heard you,” would be more to 
the point. 

“IT have one pet aversion. I can’t 
bear the fellow who bows and scrapes 
when he comes into my office,” said 
the shirtwaist buyer of a department 
store. “Particularly to a woman is 
that distasteful.” 

In the last-named line, in New York, 
there is a salesman who has practically 
swung himself to the top of the trade 
by his independence of manner. Three 
years ago he came out of the West, 
bringing with him the brusque, keen 
breezes of the prairie. He found him- 
self stranded; and answered a double- 
leaded “salesman wanted” advertise- 
ment in a morning paper. He found 
a long line of applicants ahead of him. 

“What do you know about selling 
shirtwaists?” the manager  askeu, 
when his turn came. 

“T ’ve sold stoves for five years.” 

“Stoves? From stoves to. shirt- 
waists ?” 

“Any difference between selling 
stoves and shirtwaists and pianos and 
automobiles?” the salesman returned. 
He got the job, and from the begin- 
ning made good beyond all expecta- 
tions. 

“How do you do it?” his chief asked. 

“T keep my mouth shut and let my 
samples do the talking.” 

Before long, the salesman learned 
that some of the biggest department 
stores in the city were not on the books 
of his company. 

“Why not?” he asked. 

“Can’t get them. I ’ve tried them 
myself.” 

“That does n’t say I can’t get them,” 
the salesman returned; and the next 
day he brought in two new accounts, 


one of them starting with a very large 
order. 

This salesman has since been made 
sales manager, and is in direct line for 
a partnership. 

One thing he drills into his men is 
silence. “There are four thousand 
shirtwaist salesmen, more or less, in 
this town,” he is fond of saying; “and 
each one thinks it ’s up to him to say 
‘Good morning! when he enters a buy- 
er’s place. Cut it out! Get down to 
bed rock. Never laugh. Seldom smile. 
Never spring a funny story. Listen to 
the other fellow’s stories as if they in- 
terested you, but as if you were just a 
little pressed for time.” _ 

There are countless ways in which 
men spoil their sales by sinning against 
tact; but, be he a general store keeper 
in the backwoods of Connecticut, or be 
he proprietor of a ten-story depart- 
ment store, there is nothing the aver- 
age buyer resents so much as familiar- 
ity. 

You have seen men, who count them- 
selves Al salesmen, go into a cus- 
tomer’s office smoking a cigar, on the 
chance that its flavor may not displease 
the merchant, or that he may not be a 
stickler for politeness, or resent the 
familiarity implied by smoking in his 
place of business without invitation. 

To sum up and then to dismiss this 
subject, there is no telling when, con- 
sciously or unconsciously, a salesman 


gives offense, for this depends even less | 


on the salesman than it does on the 
customer. 

“Busy this morning?” asked a sales- 
maa of a prospect. 


“You’re the tenth man that has|-: 


asked me that in the last two hours! 
For Heaven’s sake say something dif- 
ferent from the rest. If you think I 
am busy, you should not interrupt me. 
If you think I merely think I am busy. 
then you ought to know enough not ‘to 
suggest to me that your coming is an 
annoyance. And if you don’t think 
I’m busy, you ought not to ask me the 
question.” 

The cranky customer was right. 
Tact dictated that the salesman confine 
himself to the business in hand, and 
that he avoid reference to personal 
matters, unless the man he was trying 
to win ever cared to speak first about 
them. 

Into a stationery store in a suburban 
town not far from Pittsburg came a 
salesman. He was a very good sales- 
man — if he were not, he would not 
have started out in the rainstorm that 
was raging. The chances are that not 
in ten years could this man have been 
eaught in a similar blunder; but on 
this occasion he walked to the rear of 
the store, his umbrella leaving a rivulet 
across a newly finished hardwood 
floor.

But the unfair 
trick of taking a rival instrument dat- 
ing from the Year One, and compar- 
ing it with his own modern output, 
disgusted me enough to make me give 
the other fellow a trial.

From the man who suffers from 
over-confidence to the timid fellow 
who does not seem to know enough to 
leave promptly when he has nailed his 
order, a thousand pitfalls await even 
the most skillful of salesmen. Were it 
not for sins against tact, we should 
have at least now and then the perfect 
salesman, he who, assuming a demand, 
would never fail to hand his eustomer. 
But salesmanship is tact — and there ’s 
a heap big lesson to be learned from 
that admirable salesman —the slot 
machine.

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bushes, pounded the twigs to a pulp, 
and brewed them in hot water. It 
was bitter, but gave strength and 
warmth. Thursday, October 13, they 
crawled out of the cave ‘and plunged 
on. 

“We are in the hands of God,” said 
Captain De Long, “and unless He in- 
tervenes we are lost. We can not move 
against the wind, and staying here 
means starvation.” 

Saturday, October 15, was the one 
hundred and twenty-fifth day since 
the sinking of the Jeannette. After 
breakfast of willow tea and two old 
deerskin boots, they advanced. Alexy, 
through his ceaseless work in search of 
game for the starved men, broke down 
in the afternoon from exhaustion and 
starvation. Lee was helpless, and 
Captain De Long was walking on 
crutches. They came to an empty 
grain boat, halted and made camp. 

Ever since the ninth, when Ninde- 
mann and Noros had gone, the strag- 
glers had watched the south for traces 
of the two men on their return. Cap- 
tain De Long knew now that either 
succor, or death must come to them 
soon — perhaps in two or three days 
at the utmost. That evening, while 
Alexy sat leaning against the boat, he 
pointed to smoke in the south. 

“The night fire of Nindemann and 
Noros,” cried Captain De Long, “they 
will be back with us to-morrow!” 

A thin, filmy column of smoke 
twirled up into the silent, phosphor- 
escent air. It came from an aperture 
in the rocky bank of the river at a 
point where it was about twenty feet 
above the water’s edge. It was a nar- 
row opening, barely wide enough for 
one man to squeeze through, in the 
cold brown-red rock.

There was not room for both 
of us to sit alongside below the fire, 
so therefore one of us had to crawl up 
above the fire and lay down to keep out 
of the smoke. But the man on top 
could not stand it very long, and there- 
fore we had to keep on shifting about 
every twenty minutes. We could not 
keep ourselves very warm. 

“As soon as daylight came,. we 
could see the mountains to the south- 
ward and eastward. We made our- 
selves some willow tea and ate a little 
more of the sealskin pants and then 
started on our march to find the main 
river. We crossed the river and then 
got onto some sand pits where there 
were heavy hummocks of ice. The wind 
by this time had increased a little and 
the snow and sand commenced drift- 
ing again. We tried to rest a couple 
of times behind the hummocks, but we 


ter and the wind blowing so fresh 
right. through our clothing. 

“We kept on around the sand pits 

and it did not take long when we found 
the main river. A little before this, 
before finding the river, we saw a 
crow flying across the mountains, and 
this was always a sign up in the Arctic 
that when you see a crow that some- 
where near you generally find nat; 
I thought it best to cross the river 
and see if we could not find game on 
the east bank. We got about half way 
across when Noros told me he did not 
feel well, and that he had been spitting 
blood a couple of times. I sometimes 
got ahead of him and would wait for 
him to come up. 

“We came to a place where there 
was about two feet of snow — enough 
to dig a hole in. We had nothing to 
make a hole with but our sheath-knife, 
and I think it must have been midnight 
before we made a hole big enough to 
lay the two of us. When the hole was 
finished both of us crawled in, closing 
the hole behind us to keep the snow 
from drifting in, rolled ourselves up in 
our blankets and lay there during the 
night. We did not get any sleep as 
both of us were wet to the waist and 
had to keep warm knocking our feet 
together to keep from freezing. Noros 
now and then would fall asleep, I let 
him sleep for about five minutes then 
called him, telling him to knock his 
feét together to keep them from freez- 
ing. In this way we got through until 
daylight and were glad when it came. 

“We then tried to get out of the hole 
and found hard work doing it. Dur- 
ing the night the snow had drifted at 
the bank, covering up the hole we had 
crawled into four or five feet. We dug 
ourselves out, filling the hole up be- 
hind us as we dug our way out of it. 

“On the morning of the nineteenth 
when we woke up, we found it was 
daylight. We then made ourselves 
some tea, and started again on our 
march south. We struggled along un- 
til three o’clock in the afternoon, when 
we came to quite a high cliff, where we 
saw an owl flying; we stopped, wait- 
ing for the owl to sit, but she kept on 
flying around in a circle, and at last 
flew over the cliff, the only sight of 
meat we had had since the crow. We 
kept on struggling along, resting about 
every five minutes. While resting at 
one location I told Noros that it would 
have been much better for us if’ we 
had stayed in the hut we had left that 
morning. Still we got up again, strug- 
gling on until about four o’clock in the 
afternoon, when we sighted a small 
river making in to the westward. On 
crossing it, Noros looked back and said: 

“‘Nindemann, there are three huts 
on the river bank.’ 

“We started back, walking up the 
river bank, and got into one of the 
huts. Here we found a kayak, with 
some fish nets and other articles in it. 
There was a half-kayak, where there 
was some fish in it. Noros, who found 
this, took some of it up and tasted it.

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more of our fish, filled up the fire and 
lay down alongside of it for the night.

In the afternoon 
we went out to get more driftwood 
to last us during the night. 

“By the twenty-second we were so 
weak that it was almost impossible to 
start. It was very cold and I think if 
we had started we would have froze on 
the way. I then overhauled my boots 
and found that the soles were all gone 
and only held up by the strings. I 
tried to pull them off but could not. 
Noros he tried it, but could not get 
them off, and I had to take a knife and 
eut them off. I then sat down to fix 
my boots with a piece of sealskin 
pants. 

“Noontime eame. We seated our- 
selves alongside the fire, making our- 
selves something to eat, when I| heard 
something going outside. I looked 
through the erack of the door and saw 
it was something large and thought it 
was a reindeer. I took down the rifle 
over my head, loaded it, walking. to- 
ward the door, when the door opened. 
I saw it was a native who looked at 
me and seeing that I had the rifle in 
my hand pointed toward the door, he 
fell on his knees, throwing up his 
hands, saying something, what it was 
I ean not say. I threw the rifle in one 
corner and beckoned him to come in. 
At first going off he was a little shy, 
but came in after awhile. We then 
offered him something to eat, but he 
shook his head, as much as to say it 
was no good that we were eating. We 
then went out to have a look at his 
sleigh and see what he had. He had 
nothing with him to eat. I picked up 
his large deerskin coat, took it into 
the hut. I took off my wet flannel 
shirt and offered it to him if he would 
give me the coat, but he shook his 
head. I then showed him my boots. 
He went out to his sleigh and got me 
another pair of deerskin boots. We 
then tried to make him understand that 
we were sent by the Captain to get 
assistance, but it seemed as if we could 
not make him understand much. He 
then made signs that he wanted to go, 
and that he had to have his deerskin 
eoat as the weather was very cold. He 
took the deerskin coat, went out and 
fetched me a deerskin, and then held 
up three or four fingers, as much as to 
say that he was going to be back, either 
in three or four hours or three or four 
days, we did not know which. 3 
“He took the shirt, got up on his 
sleigh and then started to drive to the 
westward along the river. It was not 
long before he was out of sight. Me 
and Noros then got to talking about 
the matter. I told him I was very 


sorry that we let the man go, for I 
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was afraid I had seared him with the 
rifle, and thought he would not come 
back; but Noros thought that he was 
a good Christian and that he would 
return. I then told Noros we would 
wait for him for four days; and if he 
did not return by that time, we would 
start on our journey-south. 


“We were too weak. to go down to 
the river bank for driftwood, and we 
burned everything in the line of wood 
that could be found around the huts. 
We broke up all the berths in the hut 
and burned them. About six o’clock 
in the evening we boiled some more 
fish, when we heard something outside 


again. Before we could get to the door, | 


the door opened and the man stepped 
in with two others. They then tried 
to talk to us, and we tried to make 
them understand where we came from 
and what we wanted. One of them then 
went out and fetched in a frozen fish 
which he skinned, sliced up and gave 
to us. Before we had half finished 
them, they made signs that it was time 
to start. They went out and fetched 
us in some deerskin coats and boots 


and put them on us; picked up a lot 
of small articles that we had laying 
round, put us on the deer sleighs and | 
drove down the river and into the 
westward. Going along for a couple 
of miles they turned into the moun- 
tains. They kept on driving until 
about twelve o’clock that night, over 
the mountains, until we struck a ra- 
vine, where we could see a couple of 
tents of deerskin, with the fire shining 
through. They took Noros into one 
tent and me into another. In the tent 
that I was in, I think there was five 
men and two women. After we went 
into the hut for a little while, the 
woman she offered me some water to 
wash. I washed my hands, but it did 
nét improve them very much; my 
fingers were bent so that when I 
started to wash my face I was all 
scratched up. The woman noticed it, 
took pity on me, and she washed me. 
After that we had some boiled deer- 
meat and boiled fish, and then got to 
talking to the people through signs 
and pantomime. I tried to make them 
understand what I had come for, but 
it seemed as if they did not under- 
stand a word we wanted. 

“The next day when they broke 
camp, after they had caught all the 
deer and harnessed them up to the 
sleighs, I counted them; they had 
twenty-seven sleighs, loaded with rein- 
deer meat, reindeer skins and fish. I 
counted over a hundred head of rein- 
deer and thought how: much good we 
eould do for the captain if we could 
only make the people understand. 


“Qn the morning of the twenty- 
fifth — after breakfast —I then start- 
ed again talking to the people through 
pantomimes, but it seemed as if one of 
them had got some idea of where we 
eame from and what we wanted, and 
he talked to one of the boys, and the 
boy went out, and after a while came 
back with a model of a Yukutsk boat, 
and then they all got around me and 
wanted to know whether our ship was 
something like that. I took sticks, 
placed them in the boat, showing them 
that our ship had three masts, and 
then got more sticks, showing them 
that she had yards. This seemed to 
surprise them very much. I then made 
a smokestack out of the wood and 
pointed to the fire and smoke, and 
then showed them the place astern 
where the rudder was, and had a small 
roll which I turned to. make them un- 


derstand that our ship was a steamer. 
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‘Hello, No: 
éAs soon as | spoke, I recognized.

Captain De Long’s journal showed 
that for twenty-one days life had lin- 
gered in the camp of death, the men 
buoyed only with the hope, as day 
after day passed, that each succeed- 
ing twenty-four hours surely would 
bring their reseue. The final spark of 
life flickered out on the last day of 
October or the first of November. Had 
Nindemann and Noros been able to 
make the Siberians understand, the 
diary would not have had its terrible 
ending; Captain De Long and his men 
had been in reality only a scant twelve 
miles from aid.
